NOTEWORTHY 1851-D GOLD DOLLAR - MS62 





1851-D. NGC graded MS-62. Struck on an excellent planchet, full, vibrant, 
icy mint frost immerses both the obverse and reverse of this enticing coin. 
The strike is assertive and the surface quality highly compelling. Traces of 
attractive reddish-orange patina are seen on each side, this lending a fully 
original appearance to this conditionally rare offering. There are a few minor 
field marks and tiny scratches that do not overly detract and are mentioned 
for complete accuracy. In light of the low mintage of this rare date (a mere 
9,882 pieces) and the noteworthy quality of the specimen offered here, the 
prospective bidder would be extremely hard-pressed to find a finer example. 
NGC Census: 24 in 62, 11 are finer (4/08).

1853-O. NGC graded AU-55. Honey-gold surfaces with much luster sur- 
viving around the stars, letters, and numerals. Most design features are sharp, 
save for the obverse stars, the plumage at the wing tips, and the leaves on the 
olive branch which are somewhat flatly struck. Most examples offered tend 
to be in the VF to XF grade range.

An exciting, frosty, Superb Gem example of the 
date, a lovely specimen with textured motifs and satiny, softly patinated 
fields. Sharply struck, approaching perfection and easily worthy of the 
assigned grade. Tied with two others as the finest certified at NGC (4/08).

1869. PCGS graded Proof 64. Ex: Trompeter Collection. Just 25 pieces are 
said to have been struck and even the most expert of experts would be hard 
pressed to make a list of the locations of a dozen different pieces in any grade. 


Both the obverse and reverse display frosty motifs, letters, and numerals 
against deep mirror surfaces although the Cameo (or Deep Cameo) designa- 
tion is missing from this early, green label PCGS coin. A few minor marks 
and spots are mentioned to ensure the important pedigree of this coin: a thin, 
almost vertical scratch is below the bust; a tiny mark is below the M of 
AMERICA; an area of dark russet discoloration is to the right of the first T 
of STATES; a russet spot is under the O of OF; on the reverse a lintmark is 
to the upper right of the 1, another is under the 9 of the date. 


The quality is all there - in fact we feel this coin easily deserves a coveted 
Cameo (or finer) designation. The extreme rarity backs it up, plus the aspect 
that the 1869 is also rare as a date in circulated grades. An extremely rare coin 
with an impressive pedigree.

1839. NGC graded MS-63. Breen-6148, R.3. The only dies. Either a recut 
9 or 39/8, depending on one’s opinion. A very scarce date at the Mint State 
level in the Classic series, and highly underrated. In fact, the Philadelphia 
issue is every bit as difficult to locate as the higher priced C, D, and O-mints 


of 1839. 


This is an exceptionally well struck example with a light coating of reddish- 
golden patina over each side. The underlying surfaces are particularly bright 
with a satiny shine. Although fairly numerous, none of the tiny abrasions are 
particularly distracting. This piece is tied with one other at NGC as the finest 
example thus far certified (4/08).

With a low mintage of 3,000 
pieces, the 1879 has always attracted a lot of attention. Few attributes in 
numismatics are more alluring than a small number posted for the quantity 
produced. However in the present instance, with the same philosophy being 
true through the next decade, higher numbers of pieces were saved, relative- 
ly, than for the low-mintage coins of the 1860s and early 1870s. 


Today we estimate that 400 to 500 Mint State coins are known, the vast 
majority in grades less than that offered here. To these can be added just 175 
to 225 worn coins. Among NGC certifications this coin is the single finest 
graded with prooflike surfaces. 


In his catalog of the Hon. W.A.P. Thompson and Rev. W. Foster Ely Collec- 
tions, May 1915, under Lot 422, Henry Chapman noted: “Only 3,030 coins 
[including 30 Proofs], and about 2,000 were melted at the mint.” There is no 
way of verifying this today, but Chapman repeated the same comment in 
later catalogs and, apparently, it was not challenged. Accordingly, perhaps the 
net figure for the 1879 is not 3,000 but is more likely 800 to 1,000 pieces. 


Among extant 1879 $3 pieces the surfaces range from highly prooflike to 
deeply frosty. The present coin is a remarkable prooflike specimen. The strik- 
ing is excellent on both sides, far above average, and with nearly all details 
needle sharp. It has been awarded the “Star” designation by NGC. The pre- 
sent coin will equally satisfy a date collector as well as a long-time three dol- 
lar gold specialist.

Nowhere near as common in lofty Mint State grades as the 
population figures would indicate - at the time of the 1996 Keston sale, only 14 specimens were graded finer than MS6@2, a number that has ballooned to 48 in 
12 years. Though we admire the spunk of those seeking the ever-better holder, these figures have now become of little value to those collectors who seek to attach 
a real rarity estimate to coins such as this. A better estimate is provided by those named collections brought to auction over the years: the three Bass gold sales 
included only an MS64 from the 1968 Shuford sale with no duplicates, Norweb had a lovely AU specimen bought in 1960 that may grade finer today, Amon 
Carter had an AU, Bareford had none, Keston had an MS62, Miles had an AU - the list goes on, but only Eliasberg had a coin called Gem MS65 at the time. 
This coin is an undoubtedly new Mint State coin, ideal in quality and worthy of an advanced cabinet. 


Here is a half eagle that has everything: extremely sharp strike, bright luster with attractive yellow-gold color, high quality planchet, and superb eye appeal. Of 
course, the overdate feature adds interest as well. The informed buyer will appreciate the aspect of a coin “with everything,” as here, as opposed to one that has a 


high grading number but not much of anything else. This poses a great opportunity.

The last star has the usual scalloped outer 
point, believed to be designer John Reich's personal signature used on dies he engraved. Reich was the Mint Engraver at the time and the Capped Bust half eagle 
is one of his designs.

1848-C. NGC graded AU-58. Charlotte (and Dahlonega) coins of this 
decade circulated extensively and widely, with the result today that typical 
grades are VF and XF. At the AU level, particularly high within that range, 
nearly all are scarce. Although there are a very few scattered exceptions (such 
as the Thomas Cleneay Collection) of numismatists saving Charlotte and 
Dahlonega coins in the 18th century, by and large interest did not develop 
until the 1930s, when gold coins of all kinds were withdrawn from circula- 
tion. Then ensued a mad scramble to acquire assorted pieces from bank hold- 
ings as well as coins turned in by the public. Alert bank tellers as well as 
sharp-eyed Mint and Treasury employees rescued many from the melting 
pot, simply by exchanging common dates for them. These pieces found their 
way to coin dealers in the late 1930s, with Thomas L. Elder, Abe Kosoff, Ira 
Reed, John Macallister, Stack’s, Wayte Raymond, and others tapping the 


source, and in turn distributing pieces to eager numismatists. 


The presently offered 1848-C half eagle stands high in the census of NGC 
certified pieces. The striking is very good, with needle sharp definition of 
most details. Much luster still remains. For pedigree purposes a thin, diago- 
nal mark is seen across Liberty’s cheek, extending between stars 2 and 3. A 
very nice example, with only 7 pieces certified higher by NGC. Census: 17 
in 58, 7 are finer (4/08).

The obverse is from a median die state and shows some very subtle cracks 
along the left border, among the stars and to the dentils. The four-digit logo- 
type is slightly large for the space, and thus fits tightly, with the first digit in 
particular being crowded.

These and others were used widely for export at the time when double eagles 
were just a twinkle in the Mint Director's eye (and would not be produced in 
quantity until the next year). Coins of the $10 denomination were the export 
pieces of choice, and many of them were sent to England (in particular) and 
elsewhere as foreign exchange. At their destinations they were melted, quite 
unlike the situation for $20 pieces decades later when they were stored and 
hoarded. 


This is a lovely specimen, light yellow-gold, and quite well preserved for the 
assigned grade. Both obverse and reverse dies show some areas of prooflike 
character, indicating that this piece must have been quite dazzling when first 
struck. Most of the obverse is lightly detailed, but the reverse and eagle's 
feathers are sharp.

Dies were sent in unhardened 
form from Philadelphia to the branch mints. Upon arrival at one or another 
of the destinations the dies were basined (given a curved radius or dishing to 
the fields), finished, and hardened in the machine shop operated by each 
mint. These processes varied considerably, giving interesting characteristics to 
the coins today. Generally, New Orleans pieces were given highly polished 
(prooflike) surfaces, dies at Charlotte and Dahlonega (for lower denomina- 
tions) were finished rather roughly and incompletely, and dies at San Fran- 
cisco were very well finessed. For many gold issues of this era the cataloger 
can tell by looking at the obverse which mint it is from, without seeing the 
mintmark on the other side. The same thing is possible in other series, per- 
haps most often among Morgan dollars. 


A lovely specimen in bright yellow-gold that is noticeably prooflike. From a 
relatively small mintage of just 18,000 pieces, and a key issue in the series, 
the 1855-O is not often presented for sale.

Nicely 
struck, one of 20,000 eagles produced in New Orleans in 1858. That a pleas- 
ingly lustrous choice AU example of the date exists at all is a matter more of 
chance than of intent, as the vast majority of the issue saw heavy, prolonged 
use in circulation in the Crescent City region. Indeed, all eagles of 1858, 
including those from Philadelphia (2,521 minted), San Francisco (11,800 
minted), and New Orleans, are rare, the P-mint issue by far the rarest, with 
the San Francisco and New Orleans eagles next in rarity in that order.

196 1907 High Relief, Wire Rim. PCGS graded MS-65. The High Relief Saint-Gaudens’ double is one of the most popular and beautiful coins to have ever been 
produced. The designs were completed by Augustus Saint-Gaudens just months before his death in August 1907. The original concept coin was the so-called 
“Ultra High Relief” which lacked the rim (seen here), and was truly more of a medal than a coin which could actually circulate. Only about 18 Ultra High Reliefs 
are known today. The first realistic revision was detuning the design to the “High Relief” variety that still required about three blows of a hydraulic medal press 
to properly strike up the design elements. Saint-Gaudens wished to create something comparable to the coinage of the ancient Greeks with bold, yet artistic 
devices. President Theodore Roosevelt carved a path through miles of bureaucratic red tape for this design to become reality. It is estimated almost 12,000 High 
Relief double eagles were struck in November and December 1907. : 


The surfaces are simply magnificent on this coin. The strike is full and complete, with all of Liberty's features fully outlined including her hair and the folds in 
her gown. The eagle is a testament to the artistic skill of the designer with the high ridge of the wing rising dramatically above the surface of the field. The Wire 
Rim is the more commonly seen variant, as opposed to the Flat Rim, which is the result of a different coining collar design used for the later strikings. About 
two-thirds of all High Reliefs were of the Wire Rim variety.

If not, 
such pieces would now be both unavailable and unaffordable. As it is, Choice 
examples, such as this, are hardly inexpensive, but they are available. The pre- 
sent piece will be a great joy to its next owner. 


Struck in satiny yellow-gold with a slight honey-gold tinge as the coin rotates 
under a light source. A few inoffensive marks are visible, but these hardly 
detract. The extremely fragile wire rim shows a few minor anomalies, also 
typical for the issue. An exceptionally pleasing example of one of America’s 
most beautiful coins.

REMARKABLE GEM 1907 HIGH RELIEF TWENTY - FLAT RIM 
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202 1907 High Relief, Flat Rim. PCGS graded MS-65. In 1905, President Theodore Roosevelt, historically the president who took the most active interest in our 
coinage designs, was disappointed with the mundane state of America’s aging coinage designs. He had recently taken an interest in ancient Greek coins that he 
had seen on display, and lamented the fact that the currency of his era was plain and uninspired by comparison. Accordingly, Roosevelt contacted his long time 
acquaintance, Augustus Saint-Gaudens, and asked him to redesign the entire U.S. coinage spectrum, from the small bronze cent up to the gold double eagle. 
Saint-Gaudens, America’s most admired sculptor, kept his studio in Cornish, New Hampshire where he prepared sketches and working models of his ideas. By 
the summer of 1907, Saint-Gaudens had nearly completed the work on the Indian $10 design as well as the new $20 design, which he based on his statue of Vic- 
tory, part of the Sherman Victory Monument which still stands today in New York City’s Central Park. On August 3, 1907, Saint-Gaudens succumbed to can- 
cer without ever seeing an example of his work in a legal tender format. His work was finished by his assistant, Henry Hering. Meanwhile, a great “war” (Roo- 
sevelt called it his “pet crime”) had broken out between the Mint and Charles Barber on one side, and President Roosevelt on the other. Barber was upset that 
Roosevelt had unkind words for his dime, quarter, and half dollar designs (which had circulated as current coin of the realm since 1892), and he was also incensed 
that an outside artist had been chosen to redesign the coinage. Barber protested that the high relief of the dies would prevent the coins from striking causing Roo- 
sevelt to state that the MCMVII $20 coins would be produced if it took all day to strike just one coin! Despite Barber’s shenanigans, the coins were eventually 
produced to the tune of several hundred pieces a day, though not without difficulties, as each coin needed three blows from the dies to be rendered to its full 
advantage. In time, it is estimated about 11,250 High Relief MCMVII double eagles were produced to Teddy Roosevelt's satisfaction. Barber then redesigned the 
dies, reducing them in depth resulting in a much less dynamic appearance, remaining through the demise of the series in 1933. 


This lot features a satiny Gem with extraordinary eye appeal, luster, and boldness of strike. Specimens like the present serve to define the beauty of the Saint-Gau- 
dens design type in its originally intended medallic appearance - small wonder this beautiful design type is high on the list of everyone's favorite representation 
of Liberty in American numismatics. This example represents one of the later strikings in that the collar had been modified to ensure the edge was not raised 
(Wire Rim) so that the coins would stack better and not be so vulnerable to rim damage. Every bit the MS65 label purports it to be, and worthy of strong con- 
sideration if a lovely Gem MCMVII twenty dollar coin is your object of desire.

FORMIDABLE 1926-D DOUBLE EAGLE - MS64 
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1926-D. NGC graded MS-64. At one time the 1926-D was considered to be the rarest of the rare, with so few specimens known that they could be counted on 
the fingers of one hand. Or, perhaps as others contended, the 1924-S was the rarest double eagle this side of the 1849. Opinions were divided, but after B. Max 
Mehl’s catalogue of the Dr. Charles W. Green Collection was published in 1949, the whole market was up for grabs. Here was Mehl, America’s best-known pro- 
fessional numismatist, offering Lot 916 with these comments: “The rarity of this coin may well be surmised from the fact that none of the great collections of 
double eagles offered on the market in the last few years had a specimen of it. Such great collections as the Bell, “The World’s Greatest” and others. This is the 
first specimen ever to be offered at auction.” Just imagine it, here was a dealer who had handled multiple specimens of the “King of American Coins,” the fabu- 
lous 1804 silver dollar, but neither he nor anyone else had ever auctioned a 1926-D twenty. 


A mad scramble ensued as the other listings in the Green catalogue were analyzed one by one, such as the notation under 1924-S, “To the best of my knowledge, 
only three specimens are known to exist.” Before long, at least a dozen new collections were on the way to being formed, perhaps even two dozen. Regarding the 
1926-D, not long afterward Paul H. Wittlin found a few dozen or more in France, and others came to light here and there, and the supply increased. Everyone, 
including Wittlin and his patron, Jim Kelly, kept mum. However, somehow the 1926-D became only very rare instead of super rare, then just plain old rare. No 
longer was it or the 1924-S mentioned the same breath as the 1804 dollar, which remained on its kingly throne. 


Today the 1926-D double remains very elusive, though hardly in the “impossible” category. A Choice MS64 coin, if selected for good eye appeal (as this exam- 
ple), would make a handsome addition to any collection. Most were probably retained in the United States and melted in the mid-1930s. However, it seems prob- 
able that at least the best part of a thousand were exported. 


This is a lovely, lustrous example, well struck, and quite attractive. Within the MS64 category this is one of the very finest we have ever seen. It is estimated that 
only about 250 to 400 Mint State coins exist, plus 30 to 45 circulated examples, ranking it as one of the rarer coins of the series. In the higher grade range it is 
prohibitively rare as illustrated by the fact that NGC has graded only 8 pieces in MS64 with none finer (4/08), this figure likely slightly inflated due to resub- 
missions. Years ago, the rarity of this date was formidable, in the same class as the 1924-S.

SUPERB GEM CAMEO PROOF 1879 FLOWING HAIR STELLA 


1879 Flowing Hair. NGC graded Proof 67 Cameo. The brainchild of Honorable John A. Kasson then United States minister to Austria in 1879, the $4 gold 
Stella earned its nickname from the star that dominates the reverse design (stella, Latin for star). John Kasson also served as chair of the Committee of Coinage, 
Weights, and Measures earlier in his congressional career, and was a staunch advocate of the United States developing a denomination that would be valued and 
weighed metrically, as used in Europe, and would thus circulate at par with such well-used world gold issues as the Spanish 20 pesetas, Austrian eight florins, Ital- 
ian 20 lire, Dutch eight florins, and the French 20 francs. The Committee of Coinage, Weights, and Measures considered Kasson’s proposal, forwarding the sug- 
gestion that a name .suitable for the four-dollar coin would be ‘one stella’ analogous to one eagle, both the star and the eagle being national emblems on our coins. 
Kasson’s proposal was not necessarily innovative, for certain earlier proposals had resulted in Paquet's pattern $5 pieces of 1868 and the later Bickford pattern 
issues of the 1870s. Foreign exchange rates of the era were seldom constant - some things never change - and even a denomination such as the proposed $4 coinage 
would never precisely fit the exchange rates of the day, nor quite match the coins of Europe it sought to compete with. It would still be necessary to make 
exchange-rate computations and give change using other smaller denominations. All that aside, Kasson’s $4 denomination was still greeted with congressional 
enthusiasm. Both Charles E. Barber and George T. Morgan were responsible for designs of the $4 gold piece. Barber's design bore a portrait of Liberty with hair 
loose and flowing, today’s Flowing Hair type, as offered here, while Morgan's design showed a more austere Liberty, hair tightly coiled and coiffed, better known 


today as the Coiled Hair type. 
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From a recently revised mintage figure of approximately 700 pieces, the design type was made for distribution to Congressmen, and for sale to collectors, not to 
mention for private profit by Mint officials or other insiders. Hundreds (probably 700+) additional pieces were struck after an initial 15 Originals were coined 
and distributed. The restrikes can be distinguished from the 15 original pieces as they were struck at a later time (probably 1880) and exhibit roller marks in the 
center of the obverse and reverse, and slight weakness on Liberty's central hair detail. This coin displays remarkable, deeply mirrored fields and heavily frosted 
devices. As expected of the superlative grade, there are no mentionable distractions or post-striking problems that were so common to this rare issue. The supe- 
rior eye appeal of the glittering, yellow-gold surfaces is in no way diminished by any toning or patina. For pedigree purposes, a microscopic toning spot shows 
above the period following DOL on the reverse. Although the metric gold alloy is inscribed on the obverse, this piece is most likely struck on a standard gold 
planchet. 


There is, however, little doubt surrounding the rarity and desirability of Charles Barber's Flowing Hair Stella among advanced gold type collectors. While the sus- 
pected mintage of the 1879 Flowing Hair Stella in gold is large in comparison to the other three issues of the denomination (1879 Coiled Hair: perhaps two 
dozen made, though Mint records suggest 10 pieces; 1880 Flowing Hair: 15 in the Mint records; 1880 Coiled Hair: 10 in the Mint records), this is a one of the 
finest extant Stellas, and worthy of great respect. Even collectors who don't specialize in gold know of the desirability and renown of the famous $4 gold Stella 
and its special place in American numismatics. NGC Census: 9 in Proof 67 Cameo, none are finer (4/08). Some of these are likely resubmissions.

EXCEEDINGLY RARE 1880 FLOWING HAIR STELLA 





1880 Flowing Hair. NGC graded Proof 65. Ex: Superior Galleries. Any offering of a Stella sets the tone for an entire auction; this fantastic sale includes two 
important examples. How did such an odd denomination come about? Representative John Adam Kasson (Iowa) had been the head of the Committee on 
Coinage, Weights and Measures and was well connected in this area. His work on that committee earned him friendship with the new head of the Coinage Com- 
mittee, Alexander H. Stephens, and Secretary of the Treasury John Sherman, who helped authorize the coinage of this pattern $4 Stella. Kasson believed Ameri- 
ca was not competitive in Europe as it did not have a coin that could circulate along with the Austrian and Dutch Florins, French 20 Francs, Italian 20 Lira or 
20 Spanish Pesetas. The proposed $4 gold coin approximated those denominations and in theory would allow an American coin to circulate along with each of 
these common gold coins. In reality, the $4 coin was just enough different in value that change would have been required for all of the mentioned foreign gold 
coins, and thus would not be interchangeable as a currency in Europe. Another impractical reality is that these foreign currencies fluctuated to some degree, and 
while the proposed Stella coins were to contain an even 6 grams of gold, the American currency also fluctuated against these European currencies, thus the tar- 
get values were always moving and were anything but fixed. Therefore, the American Stella offered no advantage over the existing gold currencies and would be 
entering a rather crowded market as an outsider. 


Thus the Stella was not really needed, and the unusual denomination of a $4 coin made little sense to Americans. Nevertheless, dies were made up with a beau- 
tiful rendering of Liberty with long flowing hair, the reverse with its bold six pointed star design. Enough were struck to fill the pockets of Congressmen who 
were asked to vote for the continued production of these Stellas, but in the end, the proposal failed, and pattern Stellas were coined in two years employing the 
Flowing Hair obverse in both 1879 and 1880 and also a regal Coiled Hair design for those two years as well. 


The most frequently seen Stella is the 1879 Flowing Hair variety with an estimated mintage of something over 700 pieces. The remaining three varieties (1879 
Coiled Hair, 1880 Flowing Hair - this coin, and the 1880 Coiled Hair) all are considered extremely rare with just a handful of examples extant. It is estimated 
that less than 25 1880 Flowing Hair Stellas remain today, with this coin ranking at the middle of the Condition Census. It is one of the most enticing pattern 
issues to own. To find one in such outstanding condition is a treat for the specialist. Bright and untoned light frost on the devices and lettering - not quite enough 
to call “prooflike.” For pedigree purposes, a thin curving scratch extends through the 00 of 400 down past the T of CENTS. Also, a tiny thin line shows the right 
obverse field between Liberty's head and the star separating the RA of GRAMS. Close study of the surfaces finds nothing else to fault, the reflective mirror fields 
show no other distractions of any consequence, and Liberty's face and neck retain the surface quality as imparted by the Mint. No striking softness is noted on 
the reverse and the bright yellow-gold color invites the eye to linger on the splendor of such a magnificent coin. 


Thankfully for collectors, this rare coin was saved in Gem condition as seen here. This has remained an extremely popular denomination and coin that is wide- 
ly collected and often defines just how advanced a collection is by its inclusion or lack thereof. Any numismatist who sees this particular coin will be mesmerized 
by its captivating quality and beauty. Accompanied with an early PCGS green insert also designating this coin Proof 65. 


As a side note, the 1880 Flowing Hair Stella is one of this cataloger’s favorite coins. To that end, a rendering of one was fashioned of gold frosting on his choco- 


late groom’s cake at his wedding 13 years ago. As might be expected, it was totally devoured by the wedding guests before he could get a single piece.

THE EXCEEDINGLY RARE 1879 QUINTUPLE STELLA GOLD 
PATTERN - JUDD-1643 





1879 Pattern Liberty Head Quintuple Stella, Judd-1643, Pollock-1843, Low R.7. PCGS graded Proof 62. There is a series of very special pattern coins that 
have always appealed to collectors for their beauty and intrigued them by their history. These noteworthy patterns include the 1879 Flowing Hair and Coiled 
Hair Stellas, the 1880 Flowing Hair and Coiled Hair Stellas, and the 1879 Quintuple Stella. 


They were all designed and struck in response to the desire to create an international currency that would be good in all countries at all times. These patterns, 
struck more than a century ago, were like prophets in their own time. They remained patterns, never moving from that status into full coinage production, prin- 
cipally because the world was not yet ready to accept the fact that it needed them. It would not be for more than a century before today’s European Union would 
adopt a common currency, the Euro, to be current among all member states. 


Each of these pattern designs, the 1879 and 1880 Stellas, and the 1879 Quintuple Stella was designed as the United States mint’s response to international mon- 
etary conferences that were being held at the time in Europe. As such, each response was to a wider coinage need than just national purposes. Without under- 
standing something about international finance in the 1860's and 1870's is it really impossible to appreciate the depths of importance that are offered by these 
designs. 


The great discoveries of gold in California in 1848 and Australia in 1851 caused a serious dislocation in the value of silver as compared to gold and the effective 
displacement of silver as the base currency in world trade. No country suffered this dislocation between the two metals more than France, which struck hundreds 
of millions of dollars of gold coins between 1848 and 1860 while equivalent amounts of silver coins were exported to India and China. Most economists of the 
time believed that gold would eventually completely displace silver for circulation, and argued for the creation of a single gold standard for all the world curren- 
cies. France, having suffered the most from the dislocation, was the first to take steps toward creating a single currency based upon a gold standard. 


The Latin Union was formed 1865 principally at the urging of France. The European countries of France, Belgium, Switzerland, Italy, Greece, Romania, Serbia 
and Spain all agreed to adopt the French currency system. Coins were still struck by the member states using the names of their countries traditional denomina- 
tions, but the units of value were based upon those of the French Franc and Centime and were backed by gold. Two years later, at the Paris Exposition of 1867, 
France sponsored an international monetary conference to which all the chief countries of the world sent delegates. At the conclusion of the conference, a reso- 
lution was adopted which called for all members to adopt the same single gold standard, a decimal coinage system, and to coordinate all the member states 
coinage with the French system. The following three years saw the resolution debated, and rejected, by many conference member states for reasons of national 
prestige and entrenched political interest. The outbreak of the Franco-Prussian war in 1870 and France's defeat by Prussia in 1871 effectively put an end to all 
the enthusiasm that remained for a French-led monetary union. 


As David W. Akers wrote in his important United States Gold Patterns: “As a result of this convention, the U.S. Mint struck a pattern half eagle in copper and alu- 
minum dated 1868 whose denomination read 5 Dollars 25 Francs. No other monetary units were utilized in the design by Paquet, because the convention agreed 
to make the French Franc the basis of value. This necessitated lowering the value of both the U.S. five dollar gold piece and the English sovereign. This lowering 
of value required reducing the weight of the half eagle from 129 grains to 124.9 grains so that it would conform exactly to 25 francs. Other gold coins would have 
been changed accordingly as well. The bill introduced in Congress to effect this change was defeated and the matter dropped, only to be revived again in 1874.” 
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As long as the production of gold from the western mines and its transmutation into coins could continue at the pace of 1848-1860, the Latin Union and its 
single gold standard made sense, However, the late 1860's and early 1870's saw forces mobilize that were exactly the opposite to those that had allowed the rise 
of the Latin Union, Vast discoveries of silver in the American west, principally in the Comstock district of Nevada, resulted in a fall in the gold price of silver. 
This had exactly the opposite effect, resulting in a further fall of the gold price of silver, making the Union's finances precarious and resulting in uncertainty in 
international trade circles. More and more voices began to be raised in favor of a bimetallic standard, in which both silver and gold would qualify as standard 


currency metals and no one would reign supreme. In the United States, Congress passed the Bland-Allison Act (February 1878), guaranteeing the coinage of a 
certain amount of silver each month as an artificial way of maintaining its price. 


At the insistence of the United States, a second monetary conference was held in Paris‘in 1878. Intended to force the delegates to face the necessity of allowing 
for the circulation of both silver and gold in world currencies, the conference failed due to the intransigence of vested European interest, principally those of Great 
Britain and France, in maintaining a single gold standard. Failure to adopt a bimetallic standard in 1878 led directly to a further conference in 1881, which was 
similarly scuttled by the refusal of Great Britain and Germany to abandon the gold standard. The Sherman Silver Purchase Act of 1890 tried to alleviate the 
downward pressure on silver, but the public only perceived the measure as a sop to western silver interests. The candidacy of William Jennings Bryan in 1896 can 
be seen as a response to the failure of the monetary conferences of the previous decade to resolve the problem of the price of silver and the tyranny of the gold 
standard. The famous $4.00 Stellas and the Quintuple Stella owe their inspiration to the very forces that inspired the United States to call the 1878 Paris Mon- 
etary Conference. 


Intimately related to the $4.00 Stellas is the magnificent Quintuple Stella. Woven into the story of the Quintuple Stella is another one of the principles of the 
Latin Union, namely, the universal adoption of the metric system of weights and measures. First created in France following the revolution, later imposed upon 
most of Europe by Napoleon's conquests, the metric system of weights and measures underlay the coinage systems of each of the member nations of the Latin 
Union. In other words, it was not enough to simply make a coin that would have an easy exchange value in many different countries. Also required was that such 
a coin adhere to a weight standard that was based on the metric standard, as well. 


In the United States, the efforts of Dr. Wheeler Hubbell, patent owner of the metric goloid metal, bore fruit in the creation of the 1879 quintuple stella. As David 
Akers writes, “Dr. Hubbell’s quintuple stella pattern was enthusiastically endorsed by the Congressional Coinage Committee.” Akers goes on to say that in their 
report, the committee stated that “the advantages of this metric gold coin are that the gold is an even 30 grams, the silver an even 1.5 grams, the copper 3.5 
grams. The gold therefore is standard .9 and the silver .9 in the coin, and the total weight is an even 35 grams, and is precisely $20 in value.” 


Unfortunately, neither the $4.00 Stella nor the Quintuple Stella was ever approved for regular coinage production. While the United States has struck coins for 
other countries, it has never officially struck an international coin for regular production purposes. The 1879 Quintuple Stella, and the 1879 and 1880 $4.00 
Stellas represent the beautiful patterns filled with intriguing possibilities. 


The obverse features a left-facing bust of Liberty that is similar to that which the Mint used to strike regular-issue 1879 Liberty double eagles. The date 1879 is 
below. Around the border is an expression of the composition * 30 * G * 1.5* S$ *35*C*35*G*R*A*M*S *. The inscription is actually punctuated 
incorrectly, and the first 35 should actually read 3.5. The reverse design is also similar to that of the regular-issue Type Three double eagle, but the motto DEO 
EST GLORIA has replaced IN GOD WE TRUST in the circle of stars over the eagle’s head. Struck in gold with a reeded edge. Lovely orange-gold color light- 
ly coats each side of this extraordinary specimen. Lovely orange-gold color blankets both sides and virtually every feature is sharply defined, save for several of the 
stars along the left obverse which are not quite full. Some scattered hairlines are noted in the vulnerable fields, these probably being the grade-limiting factors. 
While researching the pedigree of this coin, we find it was offered in the Garrett Collection sale, and later in Superior’s sale of January 1989. At these times, it 
had a clearly visible spot above the star to the right of the date. That spot has now been removed, and no evidence of its prior existence appears in that area today. 
After a close (lengthy) examination under magnification, we can report the following tiny identifiers on this example: a minute flake below the 3 in 30, a small 
planchet flake between G and star 3, a nick on Liberty's eye brow, a tiny blemish at the right curve of the final S in STATES, and a small mark below the upper 
serif of E in TWENTY. All of these marks are clearly visible in the Garrett catalog plate, the Superior catalog plate, and on the present coin. One of the most 
important patterns that we have ever handled, this piece belongs in the finest numismatic holding.

1836 Gobrecht Dollar, Name Below Base, Judd-58 Restrike, Pollock-61, R.6. PCGS graded Proof 58. Die Alignment III: Center of Liberty's head opposite O in ONE. Silver. Plain Edge. The 
1836 Gobrecht Dollar with Name Below Base is one of the most important, yet frustrating issues in all of U.S. coinage history. The significance of this issue stems from its status as the first silver 
dollar type prepared for regular-issue production in the United States Mint since President Thomas Jefferson ordered the Mint to stop striking coins of this denomination in 1804 (Although the 
Mint struck Novodel 1804 dollars in 1834-1835, those coins were not intended for general circulation but, rather, were created specifically for distribution as part of special presentation proof sets.) 


The dies for the new silver dollar were engraved by Christian Gobrecht, who “signed” his work with the inscription C. GOBRECHT F (fecit, or Latin for “made it”) in the field between the 
base of Liberty's rock and the date. While this practice was widely accepted among the mintmasters of Europe, it was seen as offensive among contemporary Americans. To still criticism from his 
superiors, Gobrecht was forced to first move the inscription C. GOBRECHT F. to the base of Liberty's rock, and then to omit it completely. 


According to conventional numismatic scholars, 18 examples of the 1836 Name Below Base Gobrecht Dollar were struck in November or December of that year so that Mint and other gov- 
ernment officials could evaluate the new design. We believe that these coins would have been struck in Die Alignment I (coin turn with the eagle fying onward and upward) on planchets that 
conform to a 416-grain weight standard. Additionally, they should not display any die cracks through the letters of the reverse legend or denomination. Not a single one of those “originals” (as 
they would be classified in today’s market) has ever been confirmed. Even the National Numismatic Collection in the Smithsonian Institution (formed, in part, from the Mint Cabinet) does not 
include an Original 1836 Name Below Base Gobrecht Dollar. What happened to these 18 pieces is one of the great unsolved mystery of American numismatics. 


Unlike the first coins that they struck, the dies for the 1836 Name Below Base type were carefully preserved by Mint personnel. The dies remained within arms’ reach of the coiners until July of 
1860 when Mint Director Colonel James Ross Snowden sealed them in a vault along with dies for other important issues such as (probably) the novodel Draped Bust Dollars of 1801-1804 and 
the 1851 and 1852 Seated Dollars. The dies did not remain locked away forever, however, and they were probably retrieved from the vault during Henry R. Linderman’s first term as mint direc- 
tor sometime in 1867-1869. The significance of the foregoing discussion about the fate of the 1836 Name Below Base Gobrecht Dollar dies is that it can help us understand why examples of 
this type exist at all in today’s numismatic market. As previously stated, no originals of this type have ever been confirmed. A small number of restrikes, however, are known, and we believe that 
today’s numismatists owe a debt of gratitude to their predecessors living in the United States during the 1850s and 1860s for the existence of these important coins. 


Beginning in the late 1850s, numismatics had advanced to such a point in this country that contemporary collectors began to demand examples of rare and/or historically significant issues that 
were no longer readily obtainable. One of those issues was certainly the 1836 Name Below Base Gobrecht Dollar. To meet this demand, and also to have coins for use in trade with collectors to 
expand the Mint Cabinet, Director Snowden probably ordered the production of a limited number of restrikes sometime in 1858, 1859 and/or early 1860 before he sealed the dies in a vault 
during July of the final-listed year. This practice was almost certainly continued by his successor Henry Linderman in the late 1860s after he retrieved the dies. The restrikes prepared during those 
two periods of time are currently the only examples of the 1836 Name Below Base Gobrecht Dollar known to exist. 


Phere are several ways that we can confirm all extant examples of Judd-58 as Restrikes. The first is the orientation of the dies in either Die Alignment III (coin turn with the eagle flying level in the 
field) or Die Alignment IV (medal turn with the eagle flying level in the field). Remember, conventional numismatic wisdom has it that the originals, if they ever existed, would have been struck 
in Die Alignment I. Additionally, the restrikes are struck on planchets whose weight conforms to the post-January 18, 1837 standard of 412.5 grains. Finally, the restrikes will display varying degrees 


of one or both of the following two reverse die cracks: 


1. Through the top of the letters UNITED STATES O in the legend UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


2. Through the base of the letters OLLA in the denomination ONE DOLLAR. 


W hile we cannot confirm the weight because it has already been certified, it is definitely struck in Die Alignment III. The reverse die is also cracked, but only through the tops of the letters 
TATES in the word STATES and through OLLA of DOLLAR .

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1855. PCGS graded Proof 65. Dave Bowers’ Silver Dollars and Trade Dollars of the United States: A Complete Encyclopedia (1993) notes: “Although Walter H. 
Breen states in his Encyclopedia on Proof coins that possibly 50 to 60 Proof 1855 silver dollars survive, my experience differs. I believe that fewer were coined 
and fewer exist today than of the 1854. Proofs, rarer than those dated 1854 for some unknown reason, were made from a separate 1855 obverse die and were 
combined with two reverses (one of them the same used for 1854 Proofs). AU and better business strikes tend to be somewhat prooflike, and have been cata- 
logued as ‘Proofs’ in the past, possibly causing a misconception of true Proof rarity in auction catalogues and other literature. Examples of the 1855 Proof dollar 
were included in silver sets of the year, of which relatively few were made. As is the case with 1854 silver sets, examples are rarely seen, and I doubt if even one 
set per decade comes on the market either privately or through auction. Far more 1804 dollars (of which 15 exist) have come on the market in the past half cen- 
tury than have 1855 Proof sets. I estimate the number of sets minted as being fewer than 30 to 40, and even this may be on the high side. Proof cents and half 
cents of this date are far less rare than the silver denominations. In addition, Proof dollars of the year were sold separately. At the time numismatists who collect- 
ed United States silver dollars (coins which fit in nicely with collections of world dollar-sized ‘crown’ silver coins) were more numerous than were those who spe- 
cialized in half dimes, for example.
